London, July 31.—(United News.) 
Richard J. Reynolds, one of the prin- 
cipal heirs of the $50,000,000 estate 
of his father, the late American to- 
bacco magnate, tonight was under sen- 
tence of five months’ imprisonment 
for manslaughter. 

Reynolds was convicted and ordered 
to pay the costs of prosecution after 
a trial at which he was accused of 
being drunk on the night thaf his 
automobile ran down and fatally in- 
jured a cyclist, Arthur Graham, on 
the Bath road. 
| The 23-year-old American was sen- 
| tenced to serve in the second division, 
| which is less rigorous than the division 
‘for “morally depraved” offenders. 

After police officers had testified 
that Reynolds’ car struck Graham and 
then raced on toward London, the 
defendant himself and expert medical 
| witnesses took the stand. in an effort 
to show that the American youth was 
not intoxicated. Reynolds asserted that 
he was “blinded by two glaripg lights” 
at the time of the accident and did 
not know he had struck the man. 

The defense attorney, Norman HBir- 
kett. summing up today urged the 
jury not to let the fact that Reynolds 
is a wealthy American prejudice the 
decision, Birkett said that the prosecu- 
tion had not contended that Reynolds 
was helplessly drunk but only to the 
extent that he was unfit to drive an 
automobile. 

Justice Humphreys in summing up 
said: “Reynolds should be tried in the 
same way as would any London cos- 
termonger whe -might jay¢ \knocked 
some one dows jhrough fumous driving 
of his car.”

MIGHTY ZEPPELIN 
BRINGS STOWAWAY 


Trip Is Started Ahead of 
Time Despite Criticisms. 
Ship Due in Lakehurst 
Saturday. |

Friedrichshafen, Germany, August 

1.—(Thursday.)—The mighty German 
dirigible, Graf Zeppelin, departed 
early this morning on its second 
flight to America, racing rapidly away 
to the west in an effort to escape a 
menacing storm area descending from 
the North sea. 

Determined to beat the approach- 
ing “low atmospheric” area, Dr. Huso 
Eckener, commander of the dirigible, 
started .the flight in spite of some 
criticism rather than risk a delay wf 
several days on account of the ad- 
verse weather due here. shortly, after 
dawn. 

The Graf Zeppelin rose ghost-like 
from the misty iield here at 3:22 
a. m. (9:22 p. m. E. S. T.) and sped 
out along the dark shores of Lake 
Constance. It is due at Lakehurst, 
N. J., Saturday night or early Suu- 
day if all goes well, 

All Passengers Aboard. 

The Graf Zeppelin was dragzed 
from its hangar at 3:15 a. m., after 
all of the passengers were aboard. 
The ground crew experienced consid- 
erable difficulty in getting the big 


ship ready for the take-off but seven 
minutes later the order was given for 
the ropes to be cast off. 

The dirigible hung easily in the 
air for a few minutes as the ropes 


upward, its passengers waving to the 
spectators below from the brightly 
lighted cabin windows. At 3:30 a.

News.)—-A water famine faced the 
150,000 inhabitants of New York's 
capital city tonight with both the large 
mains which supply water from the 
Hudson River out of order. 

One main broke early today. When 
an attempt was made to put the other 
main, a much older one, into use, it 
was found to be out of order. Only 
a very small amount of water was 
obtainable tonight through totally in- 
adequate auxiliary mains, 

City officials said that the city 
might be without water for the next 
three days, as it may take that long to 
repair the mains. ‘

wells and springs. The state build- 
ings and the office buildings of the 
city are without water.

HIGH VOLTAGE KILLS {CITY TAX REVALUATION 


PROPOSAL 15 ADVERSED 


White Will Carry Fight for 
Proposal to Council 
as Result. 


A councilmanic battle over readjust- 
ment of assessments of city tax as- 


sessors against downtown real estate 
loomed Wednesday following action of 
the tax committee of city council in 
adversing a proposal of Councilman 
John A. White, of the fourth ward, 
which would assess central business 
property more nearly on a_ parity 
with that made against the residential 


business property with a view of as- 
certaining whethere there is “dis- 
crimination in making assessments 


against them.’ 


Mr. White’s paper was designed to 
instruct assessors to levy on business 
property at the same rate assessed 
against the home-owners of the city. 
Residents are assessed at 70 per cent 
of the actual value. while many of the 
business holdings are assessed at from 
25 to 30 per cent of their . market 
value, according to Mr. White. 


“Such assessments are discrimina- 
tory and should not be permitted,” Mr. 
White said. “Business property should 
not enjoy privileges not exfended to 
other property owners. Under the 
present system the small home-owner 
is taxed to the limit and business 
property, from which there is an in- 
come, is carried on the tax digests at 
a smaller assessment.than the paying 
pronerty. 

“I shall take the matter to the floor 
of city councif and fight for it,

One of the most important bills of 
interest to Fulton,county known as 
the sewerage and fire protection bill, 

Qdntroduced by the Fulton delegation, 
_ was given a favorable report Ww ednes- 
day by the committee on constitutional 
amendments and will come up for pas- 
sage probably at the Thursday or Fri- 
day session of the house of represent- 
atives. os 

This bill gives the commission of 
roads and revenues of Fulton cqunty 
authority “to establish and administer 
sewernge, water and fire protection 
systems.” It also empowers the com- 
mission. to establish parks and confers 
authority to that body to levy taxes 
or dpsessments on property for such 
systems, 

: Sewerage System. ; 

The bill was introduced by the Ful- 
ton delegation at the request of the 
Fulton county commissioners. If 
passed it will give that body authority 
to establish a county system of sew- 
erage and also a system of fire pro- 
tection and a waterworks system. 

The bill is as follows: “An act to 
propose to the qualified voters of 
Georgia an amendment to Article Il, 
Section 1 of the constitution of this 
state by adding at the end of said 
section a new paragraph as follows: 
‘The commissioners of roads and reve- 
nues of Fulton county shall have au- 
thority ta establish and administer 
sewerage, water and/or fire prevention 
systems: to establish and maintain 
parks; and to levy taxes or assess- 
ments on property therefor ;’ and for 
other purposes. 

Maintain Parks. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
general assembly of the state of Geor- 
gin, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same that Article 
II. Section 1, of the Constitution of 
the State of Georgia be amended by 
adding é

Fulton county 
to establish and administer sewerage, 
water and/or fire prevention systems;

| Of some belief, cause or faith, yours is the inalienable right to think for 
yourself and believe the thing you wish to believe. 

if you are wrong, time will prove you wrong and perhaps set you 
right. But in the meantime you are exercising your rightful privilege 
as a free-born man, and those who molest or defame you or in any way 
endeavor to punish you for exercising that privilege are enemies of 


human liberty. 
That is true, isn’t it? 


If you concede that it is true, you do indeed believe in man’s right 
to be free and may take your stand with those champions of human 
liberty who have fought the good fight against tyranny throughout the 


ages. - 


Now comes the test of your tolerance, of your intelligence, and of 


your justice as well. 


Do you believe in the other man’s right to be wrong? 

lf he holds a belief or preaches a faith or advocates a cause that to 
you seems wrong and ridiculous, do you join the enraged cattle who jeer 
and threaten him, or do you, while abominating and vigorously opposing 
his doctrine, uphold his inalienable right to believe and preach it? 


There is the test. 


If you would throttle him because you think him wrong, you do not 
believe in liberty. You merely believe in liberty for yourself: You are a 
tyrant at heart, and only want of power keeps you from being a tyrant 


in fact. 


Tolerance, like charitableness, is proved by giving, not by taking.

GOING OUT BY THE CO ROUTE. 
Another way I annoy some readers 
is by boasting that in spite of oft ex- 


pressed wishes I shall never have a 
nervous breakdown. You know why, 
of course; but for the benefit of new 
readers I may say it is because there 
is no such ailment. There, there. We 
cant stop now to quarrel about that. 
There is something else that will do 
for an argument todar. 

Being a regular doctor, and not 
really a quack, I can’t guarantee this, 
but I firmly believe that I shall not 
pass out by, the carbon monoxid route 
when I get tired of hanging around 
this sphere. Of course you never can 
tell; I may be pinned down somewhere 
and be compelled to inhale the ex- 
haust of some blamed flivver. that 
seeks to take the right of way when 
it helongs to me. But what I mean 


Lis that by all ordinary care, intelli- 


gence and caution I ought to fiwd some 
more respectable means of fading from 
the picture, Id hate to think of com- 
petitors standing over me, sniggering 
behind their hands and saying: “Poor 
sap. he tried to warm up the engine 
on New Years morning with the ga- 
rage door closed,” or “I understand 
they found him in bed, with a portable 
gas stove red hot and the bedroom 
window shut tight.” 

The sharp, unpleasant odor you may 
notice on entering a gas heated and 
poorly ventilated room is not carbon 
monoxid. That odor .is no indication 
of the presence or absence of the dead- 
ly carbon monoxid gas which is odor- 
less. Carbon monoxid is likely to be 
formed and given off into the air 
of a room whenever the glow of a 
radiant heater is more than three- 
fourths of the distance from bottom to 
top, no matter whether the heater 
has a pipe connecting with the flue or 
not. Carbon monoxid is likely to be 
given off from any kind of stove, heat- 
er or burner where iron becomes red 
hot. It is likely to be given off from 
any kind of stove, burning any kind 
of fuel, when the draft is closed and 
the supply of air to the fire is re- 
stricted. Of-course proper pipe con- 
nection with the flue or chimney or 
the outdeurs will carry away the car- 
hon monoxid, wnless there is a red hot 
iron through which the gas may pass 
into the room. 

Carbon monoxid notoriously forms 
where a good deal of carhou or soot 
accumulates and becomes incandescent, 
as in the popular hot water heaters. 
It is exceedingly important. not only 
for health but for safety, to have every 
such water heating device properly 
connected with chimney or flue to 
earry away the poisonous products of 
combustion, of which carbon monoxid 
is the most dangerous. 

Probably I shall never have a good 
steady job in a garage, unless they 
need somebody to do general cussing 
for the emergency crew. I find that 
thorough and exhaustive cussing will 
make a balky carburetor carburete 
after all sorts of manipulation of the 
various gadgets on it fail to ‘bring a 
single phyt out of the thing. But in 
case I ever do get into the adjusting 
racket I'm going to have a 40-foot 
length of stout inch hose hanging 
around my shoulder and before we 
take even a peek at the under side 
of an engine we'll attach the hose 
the other 
end out in the alley.

INCREASES MADE

The increase yoted by the house on 
tobacco wrappers used in manufac- 
ture of cigars was eliminated and the 
tariff which has applied since 1922 
on mahogany logs was repealed, 

Senator Couzens, of Michigan, who 
yesterday bolted the secrecy rule of 
the republican conference sessions, 
made this information on the commit- 
tee’s actions today available to his 
constituents. Senator Couzens gave 
notice he would not be bound in the

Senator Bingham, Connecticut, 
waged a determined drive for feten- 
tion of the tobacco increase voted by 
the house. Tobacco growers of his 
state, Georgia and Florida, had urged 
this increase in opposition to the pro- 
tests of the manufacturers of the 
cheap cigars. Bingham was over- 
whelmingly voted down, however. 

Strenuous efforts also were made 
to boost the tariff on dry and frozen 
eggs, but repeated motions for in- 
creases in these rates were rejected 
by narrow margins, There were di- 
visions of 6 to 4 on several roll calls. 

The increases in the rates on milk. 
eream and skimmed milk were re- 
ported as compensatory raises to cor- 
respond with the rate of 14 cents a 
pound on butter put into the house 
bill, The milk «duty was changed 
from 5 cents to 6 1-2 cents a gallon; 
cream, from 48 cents to 56 6-10 cents 
a gallon ; and skimmed milk from 
Ll 3-4 to 2 1-20 cents a gallon. 

Egg Rate Retained. 

The rate of 10 cents a dozen on 
eggs provided by the house bill was 
kept at that figure by a 6 to 4 vote. 
The rate on live poultry was ad- 
vanced from 6 cente to 8 cents a 
pound; and on dead birds from 8 
cents to 10 cents a pound. The 
_turkey tariff was kept the same as | 
m the house measure. . 

A reduction was ordered in the 
duty on fish, fresh and frozen. from 
one cent a pound to 1-2 cent and 
cod from 2 1-2 cents to 1 1-4 cents 
a pound, 

An attempt was made to boost the 
tariff duty on cattle bit this was 
rejected. The house bill fixed this 
rate at 2 cents a pound on cattle 
of 800 pounds or less and at 2 1-2 
cents a ponnd on cattle of more than 
800 pounds, 

The agricultural schedule was not 
completed and will be taken up again 
tomorrow. All rates in this schedule 
which were changed today were re- 
ported. The vast majority of the 
rates were kept at the house figure.
